COMMANDER KILLED

ALLEGED CUSTOMS 
EVASION 
FURTHER CHARGES IN ENNIS 


A further application was made, 
at Ennis. yesterday, by Mr. M. J. 
Walshe, State Solicitor. in the case of 
the Attorney-General against Walter 
Chapman, director of L. “Jordan, 
Ltd.. proprietors of the Ennis Braid 
Mills, who is charged with the 
fraudulent evasion of Customs duties. 

Mr. Walshe said that originally 22 
charges had been preferred against 
the defendant, and two of them had 
been disposed of, District Justice 
Gleeson deciding against the 
defendant in one charge, and dis- 
missing the other. He had now 
been instructed that the Attorney- 
General was prepared to proceed 
with the remaining 20 cases, unless 
there was a recognisance entered into 
by the defendant to cover the amount 
of the penalty (£6,755) imposed on 
the first charge, and against which 
detendant had appealed. Under 
Rule 163 of the District Court Rules, 
the defendant, if he appealed against 
an order of the Court, and wanted 
a stay of execution, must lodge a 
recognisance to cover the amount of 
the penalty awarded. 

District Justice Gleeson said that 
the Rules provided that an appeal did 
not operate as a stay of execution 
unless there was a recognisance. The 
defendant had already got a-stay of 
execution, and he could not now 
compel defendant to lodge a 
recognisance. 

But, said Mr. Walshe, “it would 

be unreasonable to expect the 
Attorney-General to agree to an 
adjournment of the hearing of the 
other charges pending an appeal, 
unless recognisance is entered into. 
If such is entered into, the Attorney- 
Gereral will probably agree to an 
adjournment of the remaining 
charges.” 
Mr. E. Monahan, solicitor, defend- 
ing, said that £15,000 bail had been 
wrovided, and the Attorney-General 
had consented in person to a stay 
of execution for four months. 


After further discussion, the 
District Justice said he would not 
vary the order already made. He 
could not ask anybody to pay 
£6,000 at a moment’s notice, and 


adjourned the charges for one week. 


A HEAVY CROP 


‘“'Twenty-five barrels of winter 
wheat to the acre,’ is the answer 
of a Co. Dublin grower to a recent 
challenge of twenty-three barrels 
from Co. Wexford. This yield—in 
a vear when 10 to 12 barrels is af 
good national average—trickled last 
week into the sacks below the 
threshing machine on the farm of 
Mr. T. F. McKeever, Allandale, 
Clonsilla, Co. Dublin. 

The golden grain was so heavy 
that it shed freely as it was being 
cut, ricked and fed into the thresher, 
so that allowing for the quantity 
lost, the total yield. must have been 
somewhere near 30 barrels to the 
acre. Sown in November on second 
lea land, fom which a crop of oats 
was taken last year, and helped by 
neither fertiliser, manure, nor dress- 
ing, this yield will take some 
beating. 


BELFAST STRIKE INQUIRY 


An official inquiry will be made 
into the strike in Belfast, it was 
announced at Stormont yesterday. 
The announcement said that, in view 
of the great effect the strike was 
having on essential war production, 
a Court of Inquiry would be set up 
to go into the facts surrounding the 
outbreak of the strike. The Inquiry 
Court will be an impartial body, 
and will hear evidence from all 
parties interested, and will submit 
a report to the Minister of Labour, 
Mr. Gordon, who will present it to 
the Northern House of Commons. 
Mr. Gordon yesterday appealed to 
the workers to go back to work until 
the report of the Court is made. 
Yesterday the shop stewards in 
Belfast shipyards held a meeting 
and passed a resolution calling for 
an inquiry into the causes of the 
strike.

BEGINS TO-DAY 


i.

SIX OUNCES FROM NOW 
UNTIL NOVEMBER 30 


- 


OAP is rationed from to-day, and from now until Novem- 
_ber 30 next each holder of a ration book will have the 
cheice of either—6 ounces of hard soap, or 6 ounces of 
toilet soap, or 12 ounces of soap powder. The coupons to 
be used are lettered 'T ”" on Page 24 of the ration book. 


The first ration period will be from to-day until Novem- 
ber 30, and the coupon to be used for that period will be 
Ft. After November 30 the ration periods will corre- 
spond with each calendar month, and the coupons to 
used will be ' T2 ”"' for December, “T3” for January, , 
1943, and so on. 


POOLING OF COUPONS 


_ The person purchasing soap must 
in the case of each purchase, pro- 
duce his ration book or that of a 
member of his household to the 
shopkeeper, who must cut out and 
rétain the appropriate coupons. 
More detailed instructions to shop- 


register at any particular shop. You 
can buy your soap anywhere as at 
present. Members of the same 
family living together may pool 
their coupons. 

As on and from to-day soap may 
not be delivered save under permit 


keepers as to the collection and|of the Minister for Supplies to 
disposal of coupons will Le issued|manufacturing or other non-domestic 
shortly.

MENT said that the general inten- 
tion was that the appropriate local 
authorities—in Dublin the Commis- 
sioners for the Board of Assistance, 
and elsewhere the City and County 
Managers—should open the neces- 
sary number of depdts where the 
fuel could be stored and called for. 
It was hoped that the weekly 
allowance for each family would, in 
most cases, be one cwt., presumably 
of turf, but in some cases, half turf, 
half timber. 

In cases where the Public 
Assistance authorities were at pre- 
sent issuing fuel allowances they 
would make a grant towards the 
cost of the scheme instead. Old age 
pensioners and those in receipt of 
widows’ and orphans” pensions would 
be charged sixpence per cwt., house- 
holders in receipt of unemployment 
assistance would be charged one 
shilling. and other necessitous cases 
two shillings It was hoped to 
bring the scheme into operation 
before November lst and continue it 
down to March 3lst. It would not 
be possible to extend the scheme to 
necessitous families at the outset, 
not in receipt of public assistance. 
unemployment assistance, old age 
and widows’ and orphans’ pensions 

Criticism of the scheme was 
directed mainly towards urging an 
extension of it to the turf areas, and 


is true that when ordinary toilet re- 
quirements are met there would be 
little soap left for washing clothes 
or linens. In these circumstances, 
the housewife would have to fall 
back on-the laundries. The laun- 
dries, however, as was pointed out 
by the manager of one of them last 
night, wil! fine difficulty in catering 
for any large additional orders. 
Already there is a shortage of fuel 
for generating steam: starch is hard 
to get. while the transport problem 
is acute. 

‘It will be incumbent on the Go- 
vernment, in the interests of public 
health, to facilitate the laundries in 
every way.” another launderer said.
